My Dear : The tobacco situa- 

tion Is the absorbing Issue in our state 
and ought to have been fought to a 
finish long ago A Mlsalsaipplan try 
birth and until within recent years a 
resident of that state. I know some- 
thing of oollon economics and nothing 
at all of tobacco, save what comes 
through the pipe and the preas. 

The struggle of Capital versus Cot- 
ton has been on in the Gulf states 
* ver since the cotton-gin was Invent- 
ed. and capital now hold* oottoo down 
to nine and ten cent*— the great staple 
which requires ten cent* a pound and 
thirteen months In thv jw to grow 
and harvest. Ftf several years after 
tile war cotton iHU inked In the hands 
of the "suppliant" planter tji ye cents 
a pound by a reconstruction congress 
—an outrage which expired by limita- 
tion or repeal. 

Think of the New England spinner 
paying ten cents a pound for raw cot- 
ton and weaving It Into thread, realis- 
ing 8800 per cent on hie manufactured 
product! Ten cents worth of raw oot- 
ton makes 6<»o spools of thread, for 
which the consumer pays 5 or t cents 
per spool— total ISO to |36: tbat ought 
to satisfy the limit of economic greed; 
but It does not. 

Tbe tobacco grower 1* equally a vic- 
tim. The grower Is not allowed to 
sell a single iwist of his own product. 
It must be sold In bulk so that the 
trust may ir.-t It all. The grower still 
tolls, vesr In and year out, under a 
system worse than African slavery' 
The aute-ticllum cJave and his wife 
and children wen- well clad, supidled 
with ample food, a comfortable cot- 
tage. medical care whan sick, and a 
half da> off «-\erv Sntiird;iy--w1th no 
thought of tomorrow, and he came to 
the end of every season happy and 
out Of debt. 

It Is now published that the Ameri- 
can Tobacco company Is aliout to yield 
to lt«- white slavAa some of the rights 
of fre« meu. It Is difficult to say to 
whom credit n>uy be given for this 
consummation so long and so devout- 
ly wished for Nobody can endorse 
the acts of masked men who kill or 
whip old men and frighten women and 
children Home years ago, when far- 
ther South. I read of Kentuckians rid- 
ing down the t«Jl -gates; the people 
now have tree and better turnpikes, 
l understand. 1 do not know to whom 
the credit is due.

A VOICE FROM GEORGIA 



For the Consideration of Independent 
Tobacco Growers. 



The following poem written by Sid- 
ney Lanier in 1870 shows that some of 
the questions that engage farmers 
now were old even In that day; and 
there are still Jonevw who have their 
"private argyment." Whan so many 
are railing against trusts as the cause 
of all their Ills and against John D. 
Rockefeller as the Incarnation of the 
trust spirit, it Is Interesting to know 
ihat the General Education Board In 
ro-oiieration with the Southern Educa- 
tion Board, has for years been trying 
through farmers' institutes and other 
agencies to Induce the Southern far- 
mer to diversify his crops and to use 
better agricultural methods. The 
funds for this educational campaign 
for the benefit of Southern farmers 
have largely been supplied by Mr. 
Rockefeller. If farmers would use the 
practical common sense that Mr. 
Rockefeller Is willing to pay for hav- 
ing commended to them, they would 
TV Tess eesv picking for trusts and cor- 
porations. They wiaild at least make 
the game more Interesting for the cor- 
poration* “Jones's” short-sighted 
grasping has kept the cotton planter In 
the clutches of the cotton manufac- 
turer. as the independent tobacco 
planter threatens to keep tbe tobacco 
growers In the clutches of the Tobac- 
co Trust 



Japanese trains are small and slow, 
and seem not to think tt necessary 
ever to be on time. Smoking Is al- 
lowed In every class, even In tha 
sleeping cars. 

The bedding is clean and sufficient, 
but there are no springs In the beds, 
absolutely no privacy, and one tiny

This reminds me of a story my 
friend. Col. Cody (' Buffalo Bill"! used 
to tell. He said that once upon a time 
an Englishman who had never been 
In the west before was his guest. They 
were riding through a Rock Mountain 
canyon one day, when suddenly a tre- 
mendous gust of wind came swooping 
down upon them, and actually carried 
the Englishman clear off the wagon 
•eat. After he had been picked up, he 
combed the sand and gravel out of bis 
whiskers and said: 

”1 say! I think you overdo ventila- 
tion In this bloomin' country!" 

My berth was over the wheels, and 
this, together with a roadbed of which 
a coal railroad in Pennsylvania would 
be ashamed, produced such Jolts and 
bumps that my brain felt as though it 
had been through an egg-beater. The 
compartment was full, one occupant 
being a German army officer, who, be- 
side being In full uniform, even to 
enormous fur-lined overcoat, sword 
and spurs, brought In to choke the 
little available space a satchel, a 
large flat wicker hamper and a pack- 
ing box. He also had a very Indus 
trious and far-reaching snore with 
him 

The third occupant being a travel- 
ing Catholic priest and, like the sol-

patriotism, tbe most supreme confi- 
dence in their ultimate success 
retgnert in every heart. Examples of 
the most heroic seJf-sarriflce were not 
lacking. A Japanese mother had 
given her three sons to the war The 
first was reported slain. She smiled 
and said. 'Tt is well I am happy.” 
The second lay dead upon the field. 
She smiled again, and said, “I# am 
still happy " The third gave up his 
life, and they said to her: “At last you 
weep!" •'Yes!” she said, “but It la 
because I have no more sons to give 
to my beloved country!” 

Now, this is all very beautiful, but 
as my mission in life Is laughter in- 
stead of tsars, 1 want to say that it 
reminds me of a little story of our 
country and our war — the war of the 
great rebellion. When, iu answer to 
the call for troops, the blood of our 
noble volunteers had been poured out 
upon southern fields for three long 
years, there arose a class of men 
called “bounty Jumpers' who, acting 
as substitutes for drafted men and 
taking a large sum of money for tha 
Job, sometimes “Jumped the bounty" 
and disappeared Instead of going to 
the front to serve Uncle Ham. These 
men were subjected to a medical ex- 
amination which, in the bands of un- 
acrupulous physicians (who received a 
large fee If the man ' passed”), was 
not always as rigorous as it should be. 
A doctor who was seen coming out ol 
the examining room with a very sour 
!ly* tva! greeteTTy a friend with a 
“Hello, Doc! What’s the matter? 
Didn't you pass your man?"

Killed in Senate. 

Three successive congresses, with- 
out a dissenting vote, have passed n 
bill taking the tax off of leaf tobacco, 
and as many times the trost, by Its 
secret and nefarious machinations, 
has pigeon-holed and throttled that 
same measure In the Senate Unable 
to secure relief from the federal gov- 
ernment and liavlng experienced the 
remorseless rapacity of the trust, they 
determined, as a last resort, to protect 
themselves 

The farmers of the "Black Patch" 
formed themselves Into farmers' pro- 
tective Rasociaihais. In these assocla 
♦Ions there arc today In the neighbor- 
hood of KO.OOfl men. Their tobacco Is 
turned over to the ussoolatlon. with 
the wrtttcu authority to hold It until a 
fair price can l># obtained. This the to- 
bacco trust lor a long time refused to 
purchase, until driven by necessity to 
do so 

For nearly two years not a leaf of It 
was sold The planter and landlord 
waited upon his teuant; the banker 
and merchant refused to sue the land 
lord, and this whole area displayed a 
patience and i>atrlotism. a fortitude 
and unanimity of action and purpose 
hitherto unknown In the history of 
fanners* organization* 

The farmers attempted to secure 
money In New York; the trust pre- 
vented tt. Bankers and men of prop- 
erty advanced the last they could ob- 
tain to their more needy brethren 
The trust. refusing to buy this tobacco 
from these organizations, secretly of 
fered eicesslve prices as an Induce- 
ment to the more needy to break their 
solemn {Wedge and their contracts 

In order to prevent this sort of thing, 
the planters first earnestly pleaded 
with the buyer* not to purchase 
pledged tobacco. This was unheeded 
Nevertheless, the ussoctailcm succeed 
ed. It has forced the trust to buy 
200.000,000 pound* <<f tobacco In no 
way superior in quality to tobacco 
which It confiscated In 1903. at an ad- 
vance of not leas than 10 cents a 



foiuierl.v purchased this tobacco from 
the farmers and sold It to the mauu 
facturers should all be put out of bus- 
iness Tht se men lost their occupa 
tlon In a day. and thousands of tobac- 
co gri wers who had spent their life 
In a study of thf market and In obtain 
Ing skill In judging and handling to 
Lacco both for domestic and foreign 
market were put cut of business 

It was proposed to buy this tobac- 
co directly from t'.ie farmer, and In 
order that no two men should ever bid 
upon the same tobacco plant, it was 
agreed that this territory, comprising 
western Kentucky and northern Ten- 
nessee, known as the "Black Patch." 
should !>e divided Into districts, set off 
by metes and bounds; one trust agent 
was to go Into a well-defined district, 
which he was not to leave, and no 
other trust agent was permitted to en- 
ter the territory allotted to him. He 
was told to purchase all the tobacco 
grown In that territory From the 
common stock secured by the**' buy- 
ers the Italian government, the French 
government, the Imperial Tobacco 
company ar.d the Amettcan Tobacco 
company each received Its allotted 
share under the terms of the previous 
agr*>ement. 

The effect of this bold plot upon the 
arc a which had been doomed to de- 
struction by the trust was magical. It 
was its far reaching and as pathetic 
as the desolation of war. This ‘ Black 
Patch," us it is called, raises a vary 
fine quality of export tobacco. This 
In the memory of living men bud never 
sold for less than 5 or f> cents As n 
result of this decree of the trust the 
price of tobacco dropped instantly 
from 6 or 7 cents to 3 cents Mr. E. 
M. Flack of Hopkinsville, probably the 
best Informed broker In this section, 
testified before the way* and means 
committee of the H wise of Repre##n 
fatlves ta 1904. that In the territory 
between Hopkinsville and Clarksville 
he could purchase all the tobacco 
raised that year at 3 cents all round 

Persons who have no* carefully In 
vestlgated this question ran hove not 
the faintest Idea of what tt meant to 
the tenantry of that fertile region 
One man. after a y<-ar of the hardest 
character of toll, cannot raise- over 
three acre* of tolmcco, or more than 
1.04*0 pounds to tlte acre This tobacco 
1 j practically all raised or. shares: one- 
half of It la the property of the land 
owner Now. the stare of the toba» c, 
tenant would be 1.600 pounds At :t 
cents h pound tho tobacco tenant 
would reccuvo $-13 for a year's work 

At the time the tobacco raisers of 
western Kentucky organized for their 
preservation. It was Impossible frr .» 
farm hand engaged In raising tobacco 
no matter how Industrious or cay.* do.

themselves from certain ruin their 
wive* and daughters w*«re taken fr- tn 
the fireside, the children were brought i 
home front school and men and *•> 
men. old age nod helpless q&tldhood, 
half fed and clad In rags were seen 
everywhere In the fields 

Finding every market except the 
American Tobacco compauy closed 
against them, the farmers attempted 
to create one This they could not do 
on account of a provision of the ,ev#- 
nuo laws which makes tobacco sold In 
less quantities than a hogshead sub- 
ject to the snme provision as manu- 
factured tobacco, and in the Lauds of 
all persons except the purchaser* of It 
subject to a revenue tax of •) cent* a 
pound Petition after petition was 
gent to congresses for a repeal of this 
tax. ar.d on Jan. 2%. 190*. the farmers 
of Kentucky and Tennessee met at 
Ruthrte. Ky.. aud passed the follow- 
ing resolution*, which graphically tie 
scribe the condition of their country 
and contained an eloquent appeal for j 
relief at the hands of the federal gov- 
ernment: 

“We, the tobacco grower* of t&r 
tucky and Tennessee. In convention 
assembled at Guthrie, this 28th day of 
January, 1904. do hereby petition and 
most respectfully represent That In 
the midst of tbe vaunted prosperity 
a&ld to be deluging the other parts of

The trust hns b«vn < uahlcd to pur- 
chase comi<eting concerns, often at Its 
own figures, by two methods. First . 
shutting It* rival* out of the market 
hv preventing Jobbers and retailers 
from handling other than trust-made 
wood*, and. second, by Inordinately In 
creasing the c< st of production on the 
part of Its competitors by u secret con- 
trol of articles of prime necessity In 
the manufacture of the finished pro- 
duct. such as boxes, licorice, etc. The 
tobacco trust, in selling to jobbers, 
has made it a condition precedent that 
these persons who handle their g<*>d* 
shall not offer for sale the product of 
any independent dealer. In this way 
it has both determined to crush ali 
present competition and to prevent 
forever the Introduction of any new 
brands. 

Exposed la Court. 

The subservience of the Jobber has 
been secured In two ways: First, by 

offering special Inducements and se- 
cret rebates to those dealers who han 
die trust goods exclusively; second, by 
l>cremptoiily forbidding the jobber to 
offer for sab? tobacco of any kind not 
manufactured or controlled by the 
combine. In Massachusetts 200 Inde- 
pendent Jobbers and retailers were 
put out of business by this method In 
ninety days. The American Tobacco 
company was then brought to Justice 
long delayed In the case of the Com 
ynonwealth of Massachusetts vs Abe 
Strauss, tried and convicted for this 
Infamous system of boycotting in 
New York this saint system Is re- 
vealed In the noted case of A. Locker 
vs the American Tobacco company. 
Another favorite method of covertly 
destroying the property of a comin-tl 
tor 1* by Imitating some popular brand 
of t ('bacco by putting up a {vackagi- 
of trust-made grxxts almost similar in 
appearance. In size, color, name and 
trademark Hnd flooding the territory 
in which the rival company has estab- 
lished a demand for Its product. This 
spurtpus package U often sold below 
cost, and merchants handling It are 
given special premiums, purchaser* 
are tempted with tags and coupon*. 

The fight between a brand of to- 
bacco known as "Central Fnlon." man 
ufactured by Hugh Campbell of Vir- 
ginia. and an Imitation known as 
"Union Leader." finally ended In the 
courts. In this case Mr. Campbell ex 
posed this nefarious method of de- 
stroying the property of an indepen- 
dent marked lor slaughter in the se- 
cret councils of the trust. 

Thl* combine ha* not only destroy- 
ed the business of Its comi»etltors or 
forced them to surrender plants, 
trademarks, brand* and good will by 
the lawless methods T have Just de- 
scribed. hut It has attempted to force 
honest men to become their subservi- 
ent tools, to lie and to masquerade like 
bondsmen in obedience to the design* 
of their master And more: the pres 

ident of the American and Continental 
companies stooped to give his person 
al supervision to this Infamous busi- 
ness. 

Now. these stool-pigeons are created 
by this trust for the accomplishment 
of three purposes First, to deceive 
the producer and consumer of tobac- 
co who desires to sell to or purchase 
from an Independent dealer; second, 
for deceiving the federal government, 
third, for throttling honest, patriotic 
and wholesome legislation for the re- 
lief of the tobacco growers in this 
country. 

Since the introduction of the reso- 
lution charging these offenses, the 
trust has been Indicted In New York, 
and that indictment, containing over 
132 pages of printed matter, contains 
many of the most serious charges 
which 1 made tn the House of Repre- 
sentatives. I supported the charges 
by masses of documentary evidence, 
and those who are now following the 
trial of this celebrated case have seen 
the proof of the guilt of the trust of 
all these serious nffensos. 

Alter the American Tobacco com; a 
ny had secured either Use asslmila 
tlon or the destruction of the manu- 
facturer# of tobacco and of the Jobbers 
and re»»tlere. they had absolute con- 
trol of the tobacco from the time It 
left the hands of the farmer until It 
reached the consumer The greed of 
this trust Is absolutely Insatiate, and 
it next determined to control the price 
of this product and to buy at the small- 
est coet at which the fanner could be
